HEREDITY OF DISEASE IN THE HOHER-

LoNpoN, Nov. 28.—A correspondent sends 
from Berlin information concerning the 
Nature of the Emperor’s present indispo- 
sition and its connection with the chronic dis- 
ease of the Emperor’s ear. It is bDelleved 
Emperor Wil- 
liam suffers at present is a renewal of the 
trouble with his ear. The physician-in-or- 
Ginary to his majesty admits only that the 
Emperor suffers from otorrhea. The Em- 
peror’s physician says that the tympanum 
ofthe Emperor’sear is the seat of a pro- 
tracted suppuration. By constant care the 
court physicians are able to givethe dis- 
Charge from the ear free egress. By this 
means and occasional treatment to relieve 
the pain allserious danger to the patient’s 
health is avoided. While the Emperor’s 
physician has made these admissions, men of 
higher scientific reputation who have been 
Called for consultation within the last two 
years, do not believe in this theory 
of a benign iliness, but recognize 
in the case a malign disease of theear. The 
Emperor is believed by the men opposing the 
v..e0ry of benign illness to be suffering from 
@ cancerous ur tumorous affection, and asthe 
former is more common, they incline to the 
belief that the disease is cancerous. This 


e@gpclusion is partially justifea in view of 


present Emperor’s inheritance from his 
her, Emperor Frederick, who died of can- 
Jer of the throat. 

Rumors of the increasing malignity of the 
young Emperor’s malady have been current 
for some days in Berlin, and the statement 
now made, upon what is apparently high 
medical authority, that he Its affected with 
the same incurable disease which carried of 
his father has removed the talk about the 
possibility of his abdication. 

Last March this rumor was on many 
tongues, and it Was even said that the move 
had been seriously considered by the Kaiser 
himself. If the Emperor were to retire, a 
regency would be established with young 
Prince Henry as Regent. At that time it was 
held by several eminent medical men that 
the Kalser’s only hope of long life lay in com- 
plete freedom from _ political cares and 
anxieties, 

since the renewal of the talk of the haliser’s 
alarming condition, hints of his loss of men- 
tal balance are again heard. While any 
statement reflecting un the Emperor’s sanity 
is met with indignant protests by loyal Ber- 
liners, all the world knows that since he 
has come into power he has shown some 
queer freaks, even for amonareh,. Alithis 
Fecalis the fact thata year agoa Kerlin phy- 
Zician claimed that William was affected 
with a malady which was sapping the vitall- 
ty of his brain as weillas of his physique and 
that this disease is identical with the malady 
or King WilllamlyV. of Prussia, grand-uncie 
of the Emperor, and which culminated in hls 
insanity. The King was not, however, de- 
prived of the reins of Government and placed 
under restraint untilhe had in turn aston- 
ished, alarmed and shockedall Europe by 
his extraordinary vagaries. 

There are many traits of resemblance be- 
tween this monarch and the present occu- 
pantofthe Prussian throne. In both the 
same strongly developed tenddnclies to re- 
ligious mysticism, the same Dellefin their 
divine mission and in thelr infallibillity. 
Both, too, have been remarkable for their 
generous impulses of an unpractical char- 
acterand in thelr paradoxical combination 
ofa Liberalism akin todownright Socialism 
with autocratic and absolutist ideas worthy 
of the Middle Ages. 

Berliners of the Socialist type, who aro 
closely watching the vagaries of their hing, 
gay that William II. will yet convulse all 
Burope unless he is held in restraint. They 
accept the statement of the medical author- 
ity quoted, who claims that the lhalser’s 
disease isnotone Of those the progress of 
which can be checked. It moves slowly, but 
surely, toward the brain, and as soon as ever 
the process of decomposition reaches that 
source of all the mental faculties and inteiil- 
gence the name of young Emperor William, 
the most interesting and in many ways at- 
tractive figure of the present times, will 
have to be added tothe long list of lunatic 
monarchs. France has aiways believed the 
Emperor mad.

A PARIS EDITOR OFTERS TERMS FOR CANAL 


SCANDAL EVIDENCE. 


PARIS, Nov. 28.—M. Drumont, editor of Za 
Libre Parole, which accused M. Proust of 
accepting a bribe from the Panama Canal 
Co., declines to testity before the Panama 
Canal Investigating Committee unless the 
Government grants him pardon, so that _he 
will not be required to go back to prison to 
finish the sentence whicn heis now serving 
for libel. 

A press representative has called at the 
Convent of the Assumption to ascertain the 
facts regarding the reported refasal of the 
Mother Superion*p take back the child which 
Mrs. Deacon rev y abducted from the in- 
stitution, The Mc her Superior received the 
representative courteously but declined to 
reply to any questions and refused to talk on 
any phase of the Deacon case. 

It is reported here on seemingly good 
authority that Baron Hirsch’s right hand 
has been blown off through the bursting of 
the breech of a gun with which he was shoot- 
ing. The accident occurred while he was 
shooting witha party offriendson his pre- 
serves at Acheres. According to the latest 
published in the Figaro it seemsthat the ac- 
cident to Baron Hirsch isonly a bad burn, 
which will be all right after a few days’ rest. 


PHYLLOXERA IN SPAIN. 
MADRID, Nov. 28.—The Spanish Agricul- 
tural Councilis again discussing means for 
putting anendtothe ravages of phylloxera 
in Spanish vineyards. Ata meeting of the 
council yesterday several speakers expressed 
regret that Spanish vine-growers had neg- 
lected to appeal for funds toenable them to 
adopt systematic means to combat the pest. 
The technical staff engaged for the purpose 
of carrying out such measures has been dis- 
missed on account ofa lack of money. Vine- 
yards covering an area of 450,000 acres have 
already been destroyed and €3,000 acres have 
been invaded by the pest. The Agricultural 
Council suggests thatthe only remedy will 
be found in the propagation of American 
vines. 


PORTUGUESE FINANCES. 

LisBon, Nov. 28.—Two directors of the Bank 
of Lisbon and the chiefof the Finance De- 
partment bave goneto Paris and London, it 
is alleged, to secure a loan with whichto 
meet payment.on the coupons of the external 
debt. Adirector of the Credit Lyonnais of 
Paris has arrived here. The Treasury deficit 
is increasing. Minister of Finance Fierrera 
says that no definite financial projects have 
been submitted to the Cortes. There are 
rumors ofa further reduction of interest on 
the internal debt and of an issue of paper 
money. 


ILLEGALLY TAXED. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 28.—The lawyers con- 
sulted by the Montreal retail merchants re- 
garding the constitutionality of the new 
Quebec tax law have submitted a voluminous 
opinion on the question tothe effect that the 
act does not come within the scope of the 
powers granted tothe local Legislature under 
the British North American act, which leaves 
the regulation of trade and commerce exclu- 
sively to the Dominion Parllament. The 
merchants, in view of this opinion, intend to 
oppose in the courts the collection of the tax. 


CHILI AND PERU. 

VALPARAISO, Novy, 27.—The protocol be- 
tween Chill and Peru has been withdrawn 
temporarily by the high contracting parties. 
There is a disagreementin referenceto the 
appointment of an arbitrator for the settle- 
ment of claims, but itis thought an 
azreement will soon be reached. The Pe- 
ruvian envoy is awaiting specifiC orders 
from his government before proceeding 
further. 


PUBLIC HEALTH PROMOTERS. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 28.—The mem Ders of 
the American Public Health Association and 
International Medical Congress, which con- 
venes here to-morrow In itstwentieth annual 
session, were received on their arrival to- 
day by many officials and citizens and were 
escorted to their quarters, accompanied by 
bands of music. They came from all parts of 
the United States and Canada.

LABOR NEWS. 


The Enights’ Building in Philadelphia to 
Be Sold. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 28.—General Sec- 
retary Hayes of the Knights of Labor saidtoa 
reporter lastevening in regard tothe pro- 
posed sale ot the order’s building in this city 
that it was ordered by the General Assembly 
for the purpose of gathering together all the 
inaustrial organizations of the country under 
one roof asrapidly as termscould be made 
with them, 

‘*‘Why could that not be Gone here?’’ 

‘*For the reason that we are subject to de- 
cisions such as was recently rendered by 
Chief Justice Paxson, when he constituted 
himself a Justice of the Peace in the Home- 
stead cases. Ouridea was to either get on 
the Canadian line at Niagara Falis, Ontarlo, 
or under the wing of our National Capitol at 
Washington, to avoid just such decisions. 
These were the only reasons for removing the 
headquarters from this city. Any other 
reasons given for the change, such as lack of 
support in the Kast, are not true.’’ 


LABOR CONFERENCE CALLED. 

New York, Nov. 28.—Important action has 
been taken by the Central Labor Union in re- 
gard to the convention in this State next 
year. It was resolved to call a general con- 
ference of delegates from all labor unions in 
this city to meet on Dec. 12 to agree upon a 
plan how to secure representation for organ- 
ized labor in the convention and what de- 
mands to be made in regard to amending the 
constitution of the State, In the meantime 
the law and the Legislative Committee of the 
Central Labor Union are to consicer the mat- 
ter and submit propositions to the general 
conference,

Journey From a Pulpit to a Prison 
Cell. 


WILLIAM WILSON’S LIFE REPLETE 
WITH TRAGIC EVENTS. 


Once e Member of the James and Younger 
Band of Outlaws—Brutal Butchery By 
An Arkansas Negro-Bolad Work of 
Highwaymen in Chicago—The Criminal 
Record. 


Wooster, O., Nov. 28.—Born of Christian 
parents, his father a Methodist minister and 
raised as tenderly asa potted plant, wasa 
young man who left this country in 1858. He 
took up his residence in Missouri, where he 
studied and practiced medicine. The last 
heard of him by his parents was early in the 
civil war, when he married the daughter of 
Senator Clymer of Missouri. He has long 
been mourned as dead, but this week came 
word that he was still living and filled the 
cell of a convict in the far-off State of Texas. 
This, too, after having been preacher and 
doctor, and, by his own confession, a mem- 
ber of the Younger brothers’ gang of desper- 
adoes and an associate of Frank and Jesse 
James. Such in brief is the history of the 
Rev. William Wilson. 

The information which came to relatives 
here from Waco, Tex., is to the effect that he 
had been preaching near that city when he 
borrowed a horse from a neighbor, F. H. 
Sapp, and sold it to a policeman named 
James Hall. He was arrested and entereda 
plea of guilty. Before being sentenced he 
made an affecting pleafor mercy, but was 
given the full extent of the law. It had long 
been reported that he served with 
Younger brothers in their exploits, and to 
Sheriff Ford he confessed that under the 
name of Robert Shepherd he had been an of- 
ficerin the Younger brothers’gang. In his 
confession he said: 

**I was born 1n 1839. My father was Rev. 
T. S. Wilson. I moved to Missouri in 15858 
and married Miss Mary Clymer, daughter of 
Senator Clymer. The war broke out and I 
enlisted in the Second Kentucky Cavalry. 
After the war was over I returned to Ken- 
tucky and found my house in ashes and my 
wife and children dead. It was then that I 
met Cole, Robert and James Younger. They 
befriended me and I afterward joined 
their band. While I was with 
the Youngers I met Frank and 
Jesse James. I grew remorseful and left the 
Youngers, settling in Buchanan County, Mo., 
where I was ordained a minister of the 
Christian Church. I get outina tornado and 
was crippled. Ithen took to drink, but re- 
formed and cameto Texas. I was engaged 
in preachin tand about Eddy when during 
a fair I sold the horse I got from Mr. Sapp to 
Policeman Hall, and you know the rest.’’ 


TWO BURGLARS CAUGHT. 
CARBONDALE, Illl., Nov. 28.—Yesterday two 
burglars were caught in an old, unoccupled 
house, two miles eastof this city. <A _ thor- 
ough search was made of the premises, and 
several gold and silver watches, jewelry, 


clothing, etc., were found concealed in dif- 
ferent parts of the house. ‘Two overcoats 
were identified as the property of S. E. North 
& Son, clothiers of this place. About one 
week ago tiie residence of Jas. M. Sueriock 
was entered and a valuable gold watch 
stolen, and after the capture of the burgiars 
a search was made for the watch, but it 
coula not be found. Finally they confessed 
that they had stolenthe watch, and said they 
had sent it to Dayton, O. A telegram was 
sentto that place and an answer was im- 
mediately received saying that the watch 
was in that city. Several burglaries have 
been committed hers in the past two weeks, 
and these two are undoubtedly the guilty 
parties. They were given a preliminary 
hearing before Justice Grammar and were 
sent to jailtoawalt the action of the Grand- 


jury. 


GIVEN ASECOND TRIAL. 
CLARKSVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 28.—Criminal 
Court convenes here to-day, and the cele- 
brated Avant wife polsoning case Is the first 
on docket. This case is well known from the 
prominence of the family involved. Two 
years ago Mrs. Avant died very suddenly,and 


her husband, George Avant, had the remalns 
buried with precipitate haste. This, and 
other suspicious circumstances, aroused the 
friends of the dead woman, who 
had the body disinterred and a_ post 
mortem examination made, which resulted 
in Avant being jailed, charged with murder. 
A chemical analysis revealed the presence of 
strychine, and atthe first trial, which took 
place last fall, Avant was convicted of mur- 
der with mitigating circumstances, and 
sentenced tothe penitentiary for life. The 
Supreme Court reversed the decigionand re- 
manded the case fora newtrial. The case of 
Mrs. Nora Hollingsworth, charged with the 
murder of her husband, Thurston Hollings- 
worth, last summer, will be the next case on 
docket, and equally interesting. The crime 
was most Drutal. The woman placeda shot- 
gun closeto her sleeping victiim’s head and 
blew his Drains out. The evidence its sure, 
but circumstantial. 


A LYNCHING PROBABLE. 
RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 28.—Arcnie McPhat- 
ter, colored, who together with his 
brother, Duncan, it is charged, killed 
Deputy Sheriff Livingston in Richmond 
County a week ago, was captured by a 
colored man near Moss Neck in Robeson 
County. McPhatter is now in jail. He is 
severely wounded in the shoulder, hands 
and legs, and when found was unable 
to walk. The wounds were inflicted by a 
sheriff’s posse. This was doneat the time he 
ecaped from his house in Richmond County, 
He says he did the shooting 
but does not he Killed 
Livingston or claims 
that white men caused him to get into the 
trouble. There was a large reward offered 
for McPhatter, and the feeling against him is 
so strong that it is possible he may be 
lynched, as his brother was. 


IT IS A SWINDLE. 
CnicaGco, Ill., Nov. 28.—Officers ofthe Uni- 
versity of Illinois deny emphatically any 
knowledge of the advertisements signed by 
Prof. Van Angelbach, which are alleged to 
have been printed in London,offering for sale 
degrees in the Illinols State University. The 
officers of the University donot know Angel- 
bach, neither have they authorized the sale 
of degrees in London orelsewhere. Ifthe 
advertisements refer tothis institution they 
are alleged to bea swindle. The officials of 
the university also deny that ‘‘Kdgar D. 
Broughton Rouse of Corpus Christi College, 
Cambridge,’’ has been appointed English 
Commissioner. They say they do not know 
him. 
CHICAGO HIGHWAYMEN.”® 
CHICAGO, Nov. 28.—Ati1l o’clock last night 
three masked men entered the saloon of G 
Vast at 805 Thirty-fifth street, held up the 
proprietor and robbed the cash drawer. From 
there they wentto the saloon at 408 Armour 
avenue, which was crowded with customers, 
Kveryone was ordered to throw up their 
hands; Dnt one, John Kane, attempted to 
seize one ofthe robbers. The robbers shot 
him twice in the abdomen, inflicting fatal 
wounds. The trio then made tnelir escape. 
Several shots were fired at them, Dut with- 
out effect.

The money was found intact,although 
one of the coin sacks which President Hughes 
said had just been received from the Sub- 
treasuy at St. Louls was bursc open. 
There was, all told, about $1,000 outside 
of the reserve vault, part of which 
was probably destroyed by the explosion. 
Expert Clark says thereis no doubt that the 
job was done by professional cracksmen. 
The explosion was terific. The big iron door 
on the outside of the vault was thrown 
back with such violence that the knob was 
sunk two inches in the brick wall. The inex- 
Plicable thing Is why the burglars did not 
continue their work and get ail the money. 
The inner vault could have been opened 


easily.

CASUALTIES. 


Frightful Accident on a Railway in 


Austria. 


VIENNA, Nov. 28.—A frighful railway acci- 
dent is reported from Szolna, or Sillen, 
thirty-five miles north of Trentschin, on the 
Waag. Owlng to the mistake of an engine 


driver, who did not get the signal, the trains 
collidedin the suburbsof the town, one of 
the trains, which was full of passengers, 
being completely wrecked, Seve ral persons 
were instantly killed and others endured long 
hours of agony before they were rescued. 
One woman was impaled ona long splinter 
of the carriage in which she was riding. She 
lingered some time Defore she died. The 
splinter went through her body and could not 
be extracted until after death, Others were 
crushed beneath the wheels of the carriages, 
which felloveron themin the wreck, and 
many who escaped with life was permanently 
crippled. The number of injured is very 
great. 
CRASHING TRAINS. 

FrrcnrcrsGc, Mass., xov. 29.—The Fitehpurg 
railroad train which carried the Sunday pa- 
pers up the Cheshire branch to New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont towns, crashed into the 
rear ofa freight train one mile east of Ash- 
burnham yesterday. The front end of the 
engine was smashedin and the caboose of 
the freight was totally demolished above the 
floor, which, with the trucks, was driven 
underthe car ahead. Conductor Chapman 
and two brakemen were inthe caboose. The 
former was only slightly injured but of the 
other two, M. F. Fallon was instantly Killed 
and John Coleman was badly bruised about 
the face and limbs and also scalded by steam, 
but wlll recover. 


FATAL EXPLOSION. 

DvuLuTH, Minn., Nov. 28.—About 8:20 o’clock 
this morning as the well-Known steamer 
Hiram R. Dixon of Booth’s North Shore Line 
was lying at Sargent’s dock, at the foot of 
Sixth avenue west, the main steam feed pipe 
burst with aterrific report, instantly killing 
two people and slightly injuring a number of 
others. YThe dead are: Willie Brooks, an 8- 
year-old boy and William McNulty, the fire- 
man. Both of them belonged in this city. 
The damage to the boat Is slight. 


FIVE FIRE VICTIMS. 
MIDDLETOWN, Conn., Nov. 28.—Thresa men 
and two women were burned to death here 
Saturday night ina tobacco barn, owned by 
John Hubbard, on the old Fair Grounds.

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Doctors Describe Supt. Kerley’s Female 
Hospital Receptions. 


THE CHARGES THE CHARITY COMMIS- 
SIONERS ARE TO INVESTIGATE. - 


An Accusing Letter Filed With Commis- 
sioner Brenvan by Staff-Surgeon Hoff- 
man, Bradley and Duke Made Public— 
Clerk Maratta Formally Presents His 
Case—An Investigation to Follow. 


The St. Louis Board of Commissioners on 
Charitable Institutions have decided to begin 
an investigation into the management or the 
Female Hospital by Dr. R. M. Kerley, as soon 
as their powers are defined by the courts, 
through a decision in the mandamus suit of 
Supt. J. P. Gallagher of the Poor-house 
against the board. Supt. Gallagher was 
removed by the board, but refused to go, and 
sustained in his’ position by Mayor 
Noonan, who appointed him, is try- 
ing to get his salary by this 
mandamus action. The commissioners do 
not think it worth while to move upon Supt. 
Kerley’s fortifications till the Court decides, 
as itisexpected todo, that the board can 
remove any officer of the institutiong in their 
charge. Then the investigation will be 
actively begun. The charges against Supt. 
Kerley have been hinted at for two months. 
They were made by George V. Maratta, 
formerly a sub- postmaster in St. Louis under 
President Cleveland and lately chief clerk at 


the Female Hospital, and by several physi- 
clans who suddenly resigned their places on 
the medical staffof the hospital. Maratta’s 
charges were not at first put into a form in 
which the Charity Commissioners could 
handle them, and those of the physicians, 
though they were presented to the Board of 
Health, were kept fromthe public by Health 
Commissioner William N. Brennan, 
who was desirous of averting criticism 
from his department. Maratta has now 
supported his charges by making an affidavit 
to their truth before Clerk E. H. Wagner of 
the Probate Court, and this document was 
filed last week with Chairman S. 8S. Bass ofr 
the Board of Charity Commissioners. It con- 
tains nine distinct charges against Dr. Ker- 
ley. Eachofthem gives the section of the 
hospital regulations and the section of the 
city ordinances violated by the condtict of 
which the Superintendent !s accused, 
TORPEDOES IN SICK WARDS. 

The first charge is that Supt. Kerley has 
frequently taken instruments and drugs 
from the hospital to be used elsewhere. 

The second is that Supt. herley signed the 
pay-roll for his son’s salary, while the son 
was in another hospital last August. 

The third is that the Superintendent made 
the hospital steward honor the requisition 
of Mrs. Kerley for supplies from the store- 
house. 

The fourth isthatonadcay closely follow- 
ing the 4th of July Supt. Kerley, his wife and 
his little son went through the hall adjoining 
the surgical ward in the hospital, firing can- 
non torpedoes as they walked, and exciting 
the sick people in the ward. 

The fifth charges that after Commissioner 


ley’s dogs annoyed the patients, sent word tu 
him to remove the animals, hefiew into a 
violent passion, and walked about the hos- 
pital, particularly through the drug store, 
swearing at the topof his voice, 

The sixth charge isthat Supt. Kerley, by 
cursing the cook, made her give warning, 
and she was prevented from leaving sudden- 
ly only by the representations of Clerk Mar- 
attaandthe doctorsthatthey would try to 
secure better treatment for ber. 

MRS. KERLEY’S SHOPPING. 

The seventh charge is that when Supt. 
Kerley wus sent for on one occasion bya 
nurse who wanted him to examine a patient, 
he sent back word angrily that hehad come 
out there to live and not to work, and that 
the nurse must walt till some of the assist- 
ant physicians were at leisure. 

The eighth is that Supt. Kerley had a num- 
ber of patients outside the Female Hospital 
during May and December, and gave much 
of his time tothem, 

The ninth charge deals with Mrs. Kerley. 
She is said, with the consent of the Superin- 
tendent, to have frequently used a carriage 
and horse belonging to the hospital for her 
calling and shopping tours, taking theonly 
hostier of the institution with her as coach- 
man. Frequently, it is said, in this way, the 
place was left entirely without mala help. 

Maratta adds, to prove his good standing 
with the Health Department, to the Charity 
Board, the following tetter:

Your resignation as clerk at the Female Hospital Is 
herehy accepted, and your work at that institution 
has been acceptable.

It will be observed that Maratta did not 
trouble himself to give his resignation to 
Supt. Herley, but went with it to headquar- 
ters. , 

CHARGES BY THE DOCTORS, 

The Board of Charity Commissioners has 
also Dy some means got the letter of charges 
against Supt. Kerley which Commissioner 
Brennan has sedulously tried to keep a secret 
in his office. This letter follows; 


FEMALE HOSPITAL, ST. Lou!s, Sept. 12.

Sin—We, the undersigned, feeling an interest in 
the institution we are serving, in the patients whose 
health and comfort we are ina great measure re- 
sponsible for, as aduty we owe to ourselves as gen- 
tlemen and physicians of good character, herein 
bring the following matters to your notice, in order 
that they may be remedied as well as to protect our- 
selves against any future charges of tacit connivance 
at or actual part —— in the gross mismanage- 
ment so painfully obviousin the institution, Ever 
since our connection with the medical department of 
the Femaie- Hospital, the Superintendent, Dr. R. 
M. Kerley, has not only displayedan almost entire 
lack of interest in aljll affairs perteining to 
said department, but as at various times, 
interfered or attempted to interfere with our faith- 
fully discharging our duties, on one of which occa- 
sions you will probably remember one of our number 
made an appealto you. A disgraceful occurrence 
within the past few days has determined us in this 
action, which we have been contemplating for some 
time. Between and including the hours of 10:30 
Saturday night and 3:45 Sunday moraine the 
and Superintendent’s quarters in the hospital 
were given up to a pumber of people for the 
purpose of bacchanalian jollifications, consisting of 
the indulgence in intoxicating drinks, music, loud 
singing, speeches, applauding, shouting and other 
disturbances ofa Jike character, not calculated to 
add to the comfort or well being of the many sick 
peopte in the institation, various patients complain- 

ng of not being able to sleep on account of the noise 
made by the revelers, which same disturbed our own 
slumbers. Aneventof like character hae occurred 
soine weeks ago, which, though bad enough and 
very improper fora hospital, was not by any means 
of as exaggerated a type as last night’s orgies, which 
same are the subject of much unfavorable comment 
among both employes and patients. We are sorry to 
be placed in such a position, as to feel the necessity 
of taking this step, Dutas we believe that under the 
present Superintendent’s management matters wiil 

row no better andare threatening to grow worse. 
fn a to ourselves and the reputation we wish to 

aintain we decline to serve under him after such a 
time as you may appoint other phvsicians to fill our 
places, which we hepe will be atan early date, if

KOLB’S CONTEST. 


The Alabama Populists Still After the 
Governorship. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 28.—There is go- 
ing to be a bitter contest over the Governor- 
ship of Alabama after all. Kolb has been 
making all preparations in his power to oust 
Gov. Jones, It was first supposed that Kolb 
would attempt to be sworn inon itnaugura- 
tlon day, next Tuesday. lt is understood 
that he has abandonedthis intention. There 
will be a conference of Kolb men on the day 
of the inauguration, however, and some rad- 
icalaction may then be decidedupon. Ala- 
bama has no law providing for a contest over 
the election of State officers. The constitu- 
tion has a mandatory provision for sucha law, 
butit has never been passed. Sucha bill has 
already been introduced in the House. Upon 
its passage depends Kolb’s chances. Kolb 
has prepareda very long typewritten state- 
ment. in it is incorporated every charge 
that he could make. In his statement Kolb 
says that he can prove that he carried the 
State by 45,000 majority. Heclaims to have 
carried Pike County by 190 votes, but thatit 
was given to Jones by 55. He claims that in 
Wileox County the returns were held back 
ten days and the connty was given to Jones 
by 4,300 majority, whileas a matter of fact 
only 3,000 votes were actually polled. He 
claims that in many of the counties the en- 
tire contents of the pallot boxes were re- 
moved and strips of newspapers placed in 
them in place ot the ballots. Kolb says he Is 
confident the bill will pass; that he did not 
think so at first, butthat eventsorthe past 
few days have convinced him it will. 

Gov. Jones Says: **Kolb’s charges of fraud 
are absurd. They have absolutely no founda- 
tion and there is notoneof them which has 
not been absolutely disproved. There is no 
doubt but I1 was honestly elected. If I 
thought fora moment that I was not elected 
I would not hold office, Idld not want re- 
election; I was forced into the fight and 
would have resigned after the present sesion 
ofthe Legislature if this contest had not 
risen. when Kolb started in to throw me out 
I made up my mind to stay andam goingto 
Stay.’’ 

Representative Dockery arrived in Wash- 
ington, but declined to talk with newspa- 
permen. Within a day or two he said, he 
would atr his views ou several important 
legislation matters. 


TILLMANITE TACTICS. . 

Cotrmnra, 8S. C., Nov. 28.—Senator Evans, 
leader of the Administration forces in the 
Legislature, will to-day introduce in the Sen- 
ate a bill, the effect of which will be to inter- 
pret the statutes according to the view taken 
by the Tillman Administration last spring in 
the bank taxes case, which was one 
of the chief issues of the recent State can- 
vass between Gov. Tillman and his oppo- 
nents. There are sensational features at- 
tached tothe bill, it virtually declaring that 
the Supreme Court’s interpretation of the 
law was capricious and political. It is a 
declaratory bill, stating that the opposite of 
what the court decided is the true intent and 
meaning of the statute. 

GORMAN’S DENIAL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 29.—Senator Gor- 
man last night denied that he had invited a 
number of leading Democrats to a conference 
in New York to-morrow to discuss the 
party policy to be pursued in Con- 
gress. The publication said that Mr. Gorman 
had called the conference with the consent 
of the President-elect. Mr. Gorman said that 
no such conference had beencalled by him 
nor by any one else, so faras he knew. He 
added that he was not going to New York to- 
morrow,

MET HER TRIALS BRAVELY. 

Foralady whobas borne as many trials 
and troubles as Mrs. Mary L. Coons detailed 
on the witness stand she seems to have come 
through them very bravely. The mother of 
five children, the oldestof whom she stated 
was 17 years old, she did notappear to be 
over 80 years herself, She was married to 
Fred W. Coors, she said, on May 15, 1872, and 
lived with him until May 2, 1892, when he de- 
serted her. She stated, moreover, that he 
was drunk nearly every night and poured his 
earnings into vohn Barleycorn’s till instead 
of the household coffers. 

Judge Klein gave her her decreeand the 
custody ot her children, 

HAD TO SUPPORT HERSELF. 

Mrs. Emma A. Dickinson told a story of 
how for nine years past sbe had supported 
herself and child, who is now li years of age, 
while her hasband, Wiillam L. Dickinson, 
spenthis money for drink and wound np 
finally by deserting her. She was eiven a de- 
cree by Judge Klein, withthe custody of the 
child, 

HE WAS AN INCUMBRAXCE. 

Sarah and George Swartz lived together as 
manand wife for about six years, as Mrs. 
Swartz stated that they were married in 
June, 1884, and separated In the same month, 
1890. Although Weorce was an able bodied 
manshe said he did not take kindly to 
work, and in tact was ae “kind of 
heavy mortgage or incumbrance on the fam- 
ily. Although they had four little ones de- 
pending on them for food and clothing he 
spent what little money he made ior drink, 
while she was compelled to toll at the wash- 
tub for the family’s support. Judge Klein 
liberated her and gave ber the children. 

A CONSISTENT BOOZER. 

Mary E. Brown stated that she married E. 
Oliver ro at Helena, Ark., in 1885, and 
has resided ip this city since 1889. she left 
him, she said, because he yave her nothing 
towards her support. He was a very con- 
sistent boozer, she claimed, and would go on 
a spree about three times a week. After 
hearing the plaintiff's bmn’ the court 
took a recess without passing on the case. 

LOUISA MINER’S CASE. 

The case of Louisa Miner against John 
Miner, a couple who were married in Cincin- 
natiin 1890 and lived together only two years, 
was dismissed by the Court. 

FOND OF OTHER MEN, 

Ferdinand Voges asked to be released from 
Julia C. Voges because of her alleged miscon- 
dact with othermen. Voges is a carpenter, 
and married Julia Sept. 24, 1890, and sup- 
ported her until she desertea him, Aug. 6, 
1992. He repeatedly saw her walking arm in

Mrs. Greaves to have custody of 
herchild, The defendant is a stair-bullder 
and musician, and makes $20 a week. 

IN JUDGE VALLIANT’S COURT. 

Judge Valliant found his court-room full of 
divorce litigants when he came down this 
morning. Anxious looking women occupied 
all the seats back of the rail, and lawyer; 
crowded around the clerk's desk, busy with 
documents praying for the dissolution of 
galling matrimonial bonds. 

An attoriey asked for the continuance of 
the case of Mrs. Emma sardou against her 
husband, Alfred Sardou, as the petitioner 
had sprained her ankle and could not attend 
court, The complaint alleges that the hus 
band was insanely jealous and often became 
violent. On Sept. 18, 1887, he deserted her 
and she has not seen him since. The case 
was set for next Thursday. 

AFTER ONE MONTH. 

Dennis Beahan sued. Agnes Beahan for 
diverece, alleging misconduct and desertion 
asa basis of the action. They were married 
in July, 1878, and lived together until sSep- 
tember of the same year. Beahan avers in 
his petition that the defendant has absented 
herself from his house after having 
lived there only one montlt. Ever 
since their separation, he States, 
she has commltted violations of the marital 
Vows. Three children were born to her 
while she was living away from him. While 
they were together she neglected her house- 
hold duties, refusing to prepare his mealscr 
fll any of the offices of a wife about their 
home, 

Beahan testified that he had lived in S8t. 
Louts for thirty-five years. He furnished his 
wife with a good home, but she was ‘‘ugly’’ 
from the first andcalled him bad names. In 
1853 he Durled one of her children that had 
died while she was living at her mother’s. 
This was the oldest child. The plaintiff 
swore that he had never civen his wife cause 
for discontent. Beahanisnearly blind, but 
conducts a broom factory. Witnesses testl- 
fled that he wasa good man. A decree was 
granted. 

DESERTION, 

The clerk called the case of Sarah Bell 
Holzgreve vs. Willlam F. Holzgreve. Mrs. 
Holzgreve complains of the general worth- 
lessness of her husband. They were married 
on May 2, 1557, and lived together until Oct. 
11, 1891. On the latter day, the petitioner 
says. Holzgreve deserted her while she was 
confined to her bed tn childbirth, leaving her 
without the necessaries of life. He never 
came back and she has haa to work for a 
living for herselfand children. While they 
were togetber Holzgreve frequently called 
her vile names and once while he was drunk 
he threw her down and hurt herso that she 
had bruises on her body for weeks. Mrs. 
Holzgreve asked absolute divorceand the 
custody of her children. 

CHARGED WITH INFIDELITY. 

Mrs. Ida M. Ludwig rested her complaint 
against Gustave Ludwig, Jr.. upon alleged 
acis of infidelity on the part of the husband, 
Onthe 27th of January, nine months after 
their marriage, Mrs. Ludwig declares, the 
erring husband left her bed and went to 
the room of one Theresa Meschick, who was 
sleeping In the same house. She condoned 
this offense upon his promise of good be- 
havior, but Ludwig tuereafter repeatedly 
disregarded his marital vows and spent his 
time in low company. Mrs. Ludwig tis a large 
and handsome woman of the German type. 
She told In detail the story of Ludwig’s reia- 
tions with Theresa Meschick. The latter had 
visited the house and had been detained 
there by a heavy rain, Mrs. Ludwig invited 
her tostay all night, and about2o‘'clock in 
the morning the plaintiff found that Ludwig 
had left their room, She found him with Miss 
Meschick. 

This testimony was clinched by Miss Mes- 
chick herself, who was placed on the stand 
and sworn to same facts, declaring at the 
same time that she repulsed the intruder. 

Witnesses were examined as to the plain- 
tiff’s character and testified that her reputa- 
tion was good. Judge Vailiant granted a de- 
cree of absolute cilvorece. 

A [TYPEWRITER’S WOES. 

Helen Cutter, a handsome bionde, next re- 
lated to the court the grievances which had 
caused her to sue for a divorce from her 
husband, Richard Cutter. She testified that 
she was a ty pewrlter with the 
National Tube Works in this city. 
She married Culterat Hennepin, Ill., Feb 1, 
1885. He wasa river pilot. They lived to- 
gether until June 10, 1586, but their maried 
life was not harmonious. When they were 
at Bradford, lll., he had deserted her ana 
she had hever scen or heard from him since. 
He had never aided in supporting her. The 
Court desired testimony asto how she had 
treated her husband while they were living to 
gether,and As Mrs. Cutter had no witnesses to 
that the Case Was put over fora future date.

the removal of slops. Wilson was 
arrested for not having a license at the insti- 
gation, it is said, of Mr. Butler, who 
wished to test the validity of 
the ordinance as applied to the 
vehicles of the st. Louls Sanitary Co. Ex- 
City Counsélor Leverett Bell de- 
fended Wilson, and he moved the 
discharge of his client last Saturday on the 
ground that the &t. Louis Sanitary

Reports of 225 New Cases of Fever Re- 
ceived To-Day. 


Is MUCH DOUBT THAT THE 
DISEASE IS TYPHOID. 


The Water Gupply Free From “Bacilli 
Typhod@’’—Dr. Atkinson of the State 
Health Board Believes the Fever to 
Be Malarial— The Death Rate &till 
Low. 


At 11 o'clock to-day the total number of 
mew cases of fever reported to the city 
sanitary office as ‘‘typhoid fever’’ since 
Saturday night last reached 225. 
This includes all of yesterday’s reports and 
those of to-day’s morning mall. By to-night, 
atthis same ratio, it is expected that prob- 
ably seventy-five additional cases will have 
been reported, making the total for two days 
reach 800, which will not be an increase over 
the average of the closing days of last week. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon the reaular 
weekly meeting of the Board of Health wil 
be held at the Health Commissioner’s office, 
at which time the prevalence of the fever re- 
ported as ‘‘typhoid fever’’ will be the one 
subject for official consideration. It 
may be that the Board of Health, 
in view of certain reports, facts 
and figures, that will be laid before 
them at to-day’s meeting, will see fit toex- 
press official doubt of the existence of ty- 
phoid fever in epidemicfcrm in St. Louls at 
the present time, 

THE TYPHOID GERM NOT FOUND. 

The first report supporting the theory that 
the fever now so prevalent throughout the 
city is not typhoid, will be that of City Chem- 
ist Sullivan. Fora week past Dr, Sullivan 
has been making a most careful and exhaus- 
tive microscopical examination of thecity’s 
water supply for the purpose of definitely as- 
certaining if the water used by St. Loulsans 
contains the germ of typhoid fever. Dr, Sul- 
livan’s report, which will be brief, will state 
that his examination has utterly falledto find 
the ‘**baciilus typhoidm’’ existing in the 
water supply of st. Louls, and that the water 
is comparatively free from any germ-life 
that might threaten the health ofthe city. It 
is a recognized fact that water used for 
drinking purposes may contain up to2per 
cent of organic matter without being dan- 
gerous to health, and Dr. Sullivan’s report 
willshow that Sst. Louls’ water supply re- 
vealsa much lower percentage of organic 
matter than the above ‘‘safety’’ limit. The 
City Chemist believes that the result of his 
examination should at once dispel the theory 


that the city’s watersupply Is responsible for 
the present prevalence or fever. To make 
assurance doubly sure, however, he has re- 
tained for chemical analysis a very faint in- 
dication of a certain fungus growth which 
was developed on one of the ‘‘slides’’ during 
the microscopical examination. It is possi- 
bie for fever germs, typhoid or otherwise, to 
be propagated in such growth of fungi, and it 
is for that reason that the City Chemist will 
carry the examination of the city’s water 
supply toits utmost limit by subjecting the 
fungus found by him to chemical analysis. 

**7 feel sure now, however,’’ hesald to a 
Post-DisPpaTcn reporter this morning, ‘‘that 
the analysis will prove still more conclusively 
that the typhoid germ does not now exist in 
the water used by St. Loulsans. It Is a fact 
stated in scientific works‘that where the 
typhoid bacillus does exist in water its pres- 
ence will always be revealed by careful mi- 
croscopical examination. I have failed to 
find it, and shallso report to the Board of 
Health. 

REMARKABLY LOW DEATH RATE. 

Another fact in this connection that will 
have its proper Weight with the Board of 
Health is thatofthe remarkably low death 

te accompanying the present epidemic of 
fover reported astyphoia. It was expected 
that Chief Sanitary Officer Francis would 
have been able to make a full report from his 
office to the Health Board to-day, in which 
‘event the great contrast between the large 
number of cases of reported typhoid 
and the 6mall number of reported 
deaths therefrom, would have been 
officially shown. Mr. Francis, however, will 
be unable to makea reportat present. But 
the board has at its command the figures al- 
ready reported from the sanitary office, and 
the official records from the mortuary office, 
and from these isalso shown the strangely 
light death-rate accompanying such a visita- 
tion of typhoid fever, if the fever is in reality 


old. 
<7pponis connection also, attention is called 
toa letter, given in full below, from Dr. hk. ©. 
Atkinson, Secretary of the State board of 
Health. Dr. Atkinson calls attention, not 
only to thelow death-rate, but also tothe 
absence of ‘*typhoid symptoms’’ in the cases 
coming under his knowledge.

and those that were subjected to the strict bath sys- 
tem showed a mortality of 7 percent, The cases oc- 
curring in this city are not treated by the strict bath 
system, for itis not a popular one in this part of the 
country, but instead are largely treated with med- 
icines whose tendency is to depress the action of the 
heart and disturb the neryous system. Yet the 
mortality is but littlieover 3 per cent. Again; ty- 
phoid fever is a spotted fever in which about the 
tenth day rose-colored spots appear on chest, ab- 
domen and back, although this symptom is not an!- 
versal; yet I have seen it in but one fever case this 
fall. e invasion of typhoid feveris slow, the iIn- 
crease of temperature gradual and the termination 
equally so. In the prevailing form of fever the tem- 
perature often reaches 103 and 104 degs. in the 
first twenty-four hours, and after lasting about ten 
or fourteen days, ends aboutas abruptly as it began. 
There is but little stupor and less hemorrhage in 
the poovenas fever, while true typhoia ts so often 
marked by these symptoms that even the laity as- 
sociate them with the very name. Furthermore, the 
existing form of fever prevails wherever the great 
rivers of the Mississippi and Ohio valleys have over- 
flowed. The slow subsidence of the waters of this 
overfiowand the long rainiess season that followed 
will account for the wide-spread fever as well as the 
type ofit. Malariai fever is often a continued fever, 
sometimes remitting and at other times showing no 
disposition to subside until ite fina! termination or 
crisis. Thatis the form known as bilious fever, re- 
mittent fever or typho-malarial fever, according to 
certain manifestations. None of these forms yieid 
kindly or quigkly to §quinine, as does the intermit- 
tent form, but allshowadisposition to run fora 
certain period. A remittent form of malarial fever 
endemic in some of our Southern States—Texas, for 
example—is of that ebstinate character. The only 
symptom pecullarto typhoid which marks this pre- 
vailing feveristhe diarrhm@a. I noticed a great :ieal 
of diarrha@a throughout the State of Missouri before 
this feverappeared. It was notable all through the 
summer after July 1, and was nos limited 
to st. Louis or other cities drawing their 
water supplies from great rivers. lt was at- 
tended with painin the abdominal muscles, but no 
fever, and did not yield promptiy to simple reme- 
dies. I notice that many have 
fever. 
isdue to the character of the water which we 
dring. Nevertheless it is right and proper tobe 
careful about our food and drink; to bojl the water 
and avoid putting ice into it, as well as to abate such 
nuisances as the (sin Grass Creek sowage,the Lowell 
stink factories, surface welisand city dairies.

lam persuaded by observation and the testimorcry of 
other physicians that, though there is typhoid 
fever here as wellasin many other sections of the 
country, the prevailidg epidemic is not a typhoid 
fever, buta malarial fever, over which we have, 
hygienically, no absolute control.

Arrested for Josie Simmons’ Murder. 


WHAT AN INVESTIGATION OF A 8LEEP- 
ER’S VISION RESOLTED IN. 


Demand Tells an Apparently Straight 
Story of His Conduct on the Day of the 
Murder, and Accounts for Blood 
Stains Found on His Clothing—Further 
Investigation to Be Made. 


@The police have arrested another person 
suspected of being the murderer of Josie 
Simmons, who was found murdered in her 
home, on Sublet avenue near Elizabeth 
avenue, abouta mile west of Tower Grove 
Park, on Oct. 11 last. A pecullar feature of 
the arrest Is that it was the result ofa dream. 
George Demand is the nameof the person 
arrested. He is a barber, but was found 
working asa butcher’s helper, for B. Muer- 
mann at 3858 Garfleld avenue when arrested. 
He formerly ran a barber shop 
at 6355 Old Manchester road, but 
closed it on Oct. 5, six days before the Sim- 
mons murder. Blood stains, or something 
resembling blood stains, were found on his 
clothes,and a hat was found in his possession 
resembling the hat which was reported

Demand was arrested last Friday, but the

Michael McNanny of 5553 Old Manchester 


George Demand. 
The police have been working on the 
case since a tew days after the Simmons 
murder. A few days after the murder of 
Josie Simmons, August Wassman, who 
was engaged to the murdered _agiri, 
calied on Capt. Willam oO, Keeble, 
captain of the Fifth Police District, 
and told him that he had dreamed that 
Demand had murdered Josle Simmons. 
Capt. Keeble immediately began an investi- 
gation. Detectives Allender and Smith were 
detailed on the case, and shadowed Demand. 
From the timehe gave up his barber shop 
he did nothing until Oct. 1s, when he went to 
work for Louis Koentg, a barber at 1404 North 
Broadway. He worked there until Nov. 5, 
and went to work Nov. 7 for Muermann in 
Butchertown where he was arrested. While 
he wa not working he stopped 
with his brother-in-law B. Breuer, 
wholives on Macklin avenue andthe Old Man- 
chester road, Capt. Keeble’s report to Chief 
Harrigan states that blood stains, or stains 
resembiing blood, were found ontwo pair 
of pants and a shirt. One of the pairs of 
pants, the report states, was cleaned by 
Adam Ochterbeck of 1302 North Broadway, 
and that the other pair of pants were cleaned 
by arelative. Demand called at the recruit- 
ing office, 1125 Pine street, on Oct. 14 to en- 
list, and was to call the next day, but he did 
not return. He left a suit of underwear 
at the office, which was called for by a boy. 
DEMAND’S STATEMENT. 

Demand is 24 years old and is not of a very 
intelligent cast. To a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter to-day he made the following state- 
inent: 

‘*I gave up my barber shop because I could 
not makealiving. It was on Wednesday I 
closed it. On Wednesday night I stopped 
with my brother, Jacob Demand,a barber, 
wholives atthe Clayton road and the Old 
Manchester road. On Thursday and Friday I 
went to the fair. On ‘Thursday night 
I stopped at my brother-in-law’s, 
B. Brener, who lives at Macklin avenue and 
Old Manchester road. I stopped there all 
the time after Wednesday night until I went 
to work. On Saturday I went down town, 
and on Sunday I went to Grone’s Brewery. 
On Monday I went to B. Muegmann’s in 
Butchertown, where they were killing hogs. 
I was not working there, but went to look on. 
On Tuesday, Oct. ll, Il went there again. 
They were killing Fair hogs. I left my brother- 
in-law’s early in the morning and stayed at 
Muermann’s all day untilit was getting dark, 
only at noon I went tothe saloon of H., Nagel 
and got a lunch. I got the blood on my 
pants at Muermann’s. Whenl1 came home on 
Tuesday nightItold my sister, Mrs. Brener, 
tocleanthem, The stains on my shirt are 
panes I got them on it when I kept my 

varber shop, from a newly- painted hitching- 
Ileaned againstit. Idon’t know any- 

about the murder. I knew 

Simmons to see but was 
not acquainted with can 
prove by Mr. Murmann that 1 was there the 
day of the murder, and also Dy Hugo Kron- 
muller, who works for Mr. Murmann. The 
men told me to look out or I would get all 
bloody.’’

Archbishop Satolli’s Mission to the 
United States. 


THE HOLY FATHER’S REPRESENTATIVE 
AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Bearer of the Papal Greeting to the Recent 
Conferences at New York—Missionaries 
Coming to America From Switzerland 
—To-Day’s Proceedings in the Briggs 
Heresy Trial. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 28.—Very Rev. 
James F. Laughiin, D. D., Chancellor of the 
Archdiocese and the executive officer of 
Archbishop Ryan, who with the other pre- 
lates of the Roman Catholic Church took part 
inthe recent conference of archbishops in 
New York,in an interview respecting the 
objects of Mer. Satolli’s visit to this country 
as the Papal ablegate, said: 

‘*Archbishop Satolll came to the United 
States as the personal envoy of the Pope— 
first, to be his representative at dedicatory 
services in connection with the opening of 
the Columbian Worla’s Fair; second, to con- 
vey the greeting of the Holy Father to the as- 
sembled archbishops atthe opening of their 
New York conference, and third, to deliver 
lectures to various institutions onthose sub- 
jects on which he Is deemed an authority. 

‘*Any notions that he cameto the country 
witha special mission fromthe Pope other 
than those mentioned and that such a 
mission is a matter of secrecy are totally 
erroneous. Whatever Mgr. Satolli may do 
here that is notconnected with the three 
objects named will be incidentally. 

‘*Precisely how long he will remain in 
America I cannot say; perhaps a year or two 
longer. Atany rate he will visitthe various 
seminaries and make himself even better 


acquainted with the state of the church than 
he is now, 

‘*What his !mpressions of America are I 
cannot say, not having spoken at great 
length with him: but that he will find the 
Americans hospitable and entertaining there 
will be no doubt. 

‘*Now as the New York Conference of 
Archbishops, there never was any mystery as 
to their proceedings. Moreover, this con- 
ference was contemplated by the late Phenary 
Councll. 

‘*Whenit opened Archbishop Satolli ad. 
dressed it giving the greeting of the Pope 
and the deliberations began. Archbishop 
Satolll had nothingin particularto do then, 
and indeed, I understand that his attendance 
was only casual, Lam not sure that he con- 
tinued to attend at all after conveying the 
Pope’s salutation. 

‘*The conference itself was occupied chiefly 
with two questions. First, what measures 
would be most expedient in providing for the 
religious instruction of children who are not 
now receiving such instruction by reasOn of 
non-attendance at Catholic schools? Second, 
what shall be the status of secret societies? 
This latter question has heretofore been a 
most vexing one, because in one diocese a 
society will be tolerated, whereas in another 
it would be condemned. It was very desir- 
able, therefore, that unlformity on this head 
be secured. 

‘*The result of the deliberations remains 
very naturally unknown tothe public for the 
present. The prelates will probably make 
the Pope aware of the outcome of their coun- 
cil at the earliest possible moment, so that 
he may pass in final review upon thelr pro- 
ceedings. 

‘Any statement purporting to give the 
results of the transactions of the Board of 
Archbishops is unauthorized. The fact that 
the archbishops gave to the press a short 
account of the chief topics they deliberated 
upon ts in itself enough to show that had 
they had anything more to make pub- 
lic they would have stated it. No doubt there 
will be something more issued by them in 
the shape of a public communication when 
the proceedings have been passed upon at 
Rome. The statement that there were diff- 
erences of opinion amongthe Archbishops 
does not seem to me to involve any- 
thing extraordinary. If you get thirteen 
men together and find no _ differences 
of opinion amongthem that would bea re- 
markable gathering, I fancy. The talk about 
a papal nuncio at Washington and the asser- 
tions that the Vatican contemplates the 
sending of one there are sheer imagination. 
We don’t wanta nuncio inthis country and 
certainly no one having authority to speak 
for the Pone or for the Catholics of the 
United States would circulate soidlearu- 
mor.’ 


DR. BRIGGS, 
TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS IN 
HERESY. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—When the members of 
the New York Presbytery went into session 
asa court in the old Scotch Presbyterian 
Church soonafter 2 o’clock this afternoon 
they had: expressed an almost unanimous 
hope that when they adjourned the case of 
Prof. Charles A. Briggs, whomthey aretry- 
ing on charges of heresy, would bea thing of 
the past. Before the moderator, Dr. John 
C. Bliss, called the body to order, 
the divines andelders had discussed in little 
groups the subject, andit was clear that 
every effort to prolong and delay the final 
passing upon the case by quibbiling and eva- 
sion on technical points would meet with the 
unsympathetic opposition of the jury. The 
church was sOmewhat more crowded than 
at the last meeting of the Presbytery. There 
were no more ministers and elders present in 
the forward part of the church, however, as 
at the last meeting it was decided that only 
those present there shoulda have the right to 
vote on the court. 

Prof. Briggs was present with his counsel 
and sat justatthe left of the pulpit. The 

rosecuting committee, consisting of Dr. G. 
ty. F. Burch, Col. J. J. McCook, Dr. R. F. 
Sample, Dr. J. J. Lampe and Prof. J. J. 
Stevenson sat in front of the first pew at the 
right of the pulpit; Dr. Bliss, Dr. Alexander, 
the stated clerk, and the clerk and 
clerk of sessions. The galleries were well 
filled and the pews on the side aisies and 
back of those occupied by the Presbytery 
were comfortably crowded with friends of 
the accused and othefs interested in the

Just as the court convened a prominent dl- 
vine said toa reporter: 

‘*Every objection possible as to the regu- 
larity of jurisdiction, suMiciency of charges in 
form or legal effect, or the regularity of the 
proceeding itself, is expected by the court 
because of the spirit which had been previ- 
ously shown by the accused at every former 
session where the question at issue had been 
considered. 

‘*As for the charges, they were submitted 
at the last meeting of the presbytery as 
amended charges. They are not materially 
different ffom the original two with thelr 
specifications, Buteven if Prof. Briggs at- 
tempts delay on the point of ‘new charges’ 
the trial should not be postponed on that 
account, for the presbytery has the power to 
determine the preliminary questions and 
may permit amendments, not changing the 
general nature of the charges for the sake of 
furthering justice. 

‘*Then if the proceedings are found in or- 
der and the charges necessitating a trial, the 
accused will be called upon to plead guilty or 
not guilty. If the former is the plea the 
judgment will be immediately pronounced; 
if not the trial will continue, witnesses ex- 
amined and all testimony taken, after which 
the Presbytery will vote separately on such 
charge and give judgment upon It.’’ 

The charges, eight in number, accuse Prof. 
Briggs of teaching that the reason Is a 
fountain of divine authority which may sav- 
ingly enlighten men, even those who reject 
the scriptures as the authoritative procla- 
mation of the will of God, and those who re- 
the mediation of Christ; 
a fountain of divine au- 
thority, apart from the scripture, does 
savingly enlighten men; that errors have 
existed in the original text of the holy scrip- 
ture as it came from the authors; that many 
of the Gld Testament predictions have been 
reversed by history and that the great body 
of Messianic prediction has not and cannot 
be fulfilled ; that Mosesis not the author of the 
Pentateuch; that Isaiah is not the author of 
half the book that bears his name; that the 
processes of redemption extend to the world 
to come in the case of many who dle In sin; 
that sanctification is not complete.at death. 
The court now trying Dr. Briggs on the 
heresy charges consists of 114 ministers and 
ninety -four elders, 


SMITH HERESY TRIAL. 


PROCEEDINGS RESUMED BY THE CINCINNATI 
PRESBYTERY. 


CINCINNATI, O.. Nov. 28.—The heresy trial- 
of Prof. Henry P. Smith of Lane Theological 
Seminary, was resumed this morning by the 
Cincinnati Presbytery in the First Presbyter- 
ian Church. In the beginning Prof. Sproull 
gave notice of a protest against the action of 
the Presbytery atthe last sesston in voting 
to sustain the first charge and. specl- 
fications as proper in form and 
legal in effect, He declared in 


his protest thatthe action of the Presbytery 
was not only unwarranted by reason, but 
contrary to Christian brotherhood. The pro- 
test was ordered madea part of the record. 

Debate was then resumed on the sufficiency 
in form and legal effect of the second charge 
and its specifications. This is really the 
most important of the three charges 
presented, as it involves the _ real 
question of Prof. Smith teaching 
regard to thetnspiration of the Bible. The 
charge is that in a pamphlet entitled 
**Biblical Scholarship and Inspiration’’ Prof, 
Smith ‘‘taught contrary to a fundamental 
doctrine of the Word of God and the 
confession of faith that the Holy Spirit 
did not so control the inspired writers in 
their composition of the Holy Scriptures ag 
to make their utterances absolutely truth- 
ful, 1. e, free from error, when inter- 
ag in their natural and Intended sense. 
‘he charge is sustained by eleven specifica- 
ttons made up of assertions of what was 
taught by Prof. Smith in his pamphiet, 
maidly concerning the author of Chronicles, 
of the Psalms and a portion of Issatih. 

While the proper argument before the 
court to-day was upon Prof. Smith’s objec- 
tion to the _ sufficiency of this charge 
and specifications as to form 
and legal effect, the members 
ofthe court almost without exception ad- 
dressed themselves to tne discussion ofthe 
question whether Prof. Smith’s teaching was 
O1 Was not contrary to the fundamental 
doctrine of the church.

THE BRUSSELS CONFERENCE. 

Outside of Russia, Europe’s entire pro- 
duction of both gold and silver amounts to 
but a few million dollars in value, and 
Europe does the bond-buying and money- 
lending for all the outside world. The 
single gold standard, with purchasing 
power constantly increasing, is a big thing 
for her money kings. The depreciation of 
silver cannot hurt them, but its remoneti- 
zation would, if itshould tend to check the 
appreciation of gold. They are, therefore, 
opposed to silver coinage, and they con- 
trol all the Governments in Europe. 

Ours is the only Government in the 
world that is resisting a tremendous popu- 
lar pressure for the free coinage of silver 
with fuli legal tender power. What mo- 
tive is there to induce European Govern- 
ments to lift this pressure from the Gov- 
ernment of the United States? They 
did not consult us or consider our 
interests when they demonetized 
silver. On the contrary they demonetized 
it only when they saw our mines decreas- 
ing in gold product, but giving promise of 
soon producing more than half of the 
world’s supply of the white metal. And 
they will not remonetize it again so long 
as we leave the matter under their control, 
or until they find our mines again yielding 
an output of gold four or five times as 
valuable as their output of silver, as was 
the case prior to 1871. 

The statesmen and money kings of 
Europe consented to the Brusse!s confer- 
ence merely to help our politicians hold 
the free coinage pressure at bay for awhile, 
and to eliminate the silver question once 
more from a presidential election. They 
may be willing to help on the policy of 
delay by adjourning the futile discussion 
from time to time, so long as that game 
can be played upon the people of this 
country.

THE HATCH BILL AND CENTRALIZATION. 


The planters of the South are wisely tak- 
ing an active interest in the defeat of the 
Hatch anti-option bill by the Senate. Aside 
from the disastrous effect the measure 
would have upon the price of cotton and 
grain, it is undemocratic, inconsistent 
with the spirit of our institutions and in- 
volves an unwarranted and inexcusable in- 
vasion of individual rights. 

Itisa step inthe direction of parental 
government, which the Democratic party 
has always opposed and which,/now that 
it has the power, itis its special mission 
to arrest. The attention of the American 
people should be called in some very em- 
phatic way to the fundamental features of 
the Constitution, andthe importance of 
preserving them impressed upon the minds 
of both the presentand coming genera- 
tions. , 

Bills have been introduced in Congress, 
and many. of them passed, which never 
would have been seriously considered dur- 
ing the first half of the century. One pro- 
vides for the support of common schools; 
one for boring artesian wells; one for an 
extensive system of irrigation, and others 
relating to various mattersthat were for- 
merly left entirely to State Legislatures 
and municipal councils. 

The result has been an enormous increase 
in Federal offices and Federal expendi- 
tures, the expenses of the Government be- 
ing now $500,000,000 or $600,000,000 per an- 
num against $77,000,000 in 1860. 

In a very thoughtful paper recently pre- 
pared by Mr. Henry Loomis Nelson he 
points out the natural tendencies of the 
Government toward centralization, the 
chief cause being found in the fact that all 
the States admitted into the Union since 
Vermont and Kentucky were for a greater 
or shorter length of time Territories gov- 
erned exclusively by Federal laws. Their 
judges and other civil officers were ap- 
pointed by the Federal Government; the 
settlers relied upon the Federal Govern- 
ment for protection against hostile In- 
dians, and they looked to that Govern- 
ment with a sort of filial dependence 
which has long survived their develop- 
ment into statehood and which has left 
permanent traces upon the character and 


The rapid increase in the number and 
influence of these States has had a tend- 
ency to overshadow the power exercised 
by the original thirteen in national legisla- 
tion andin the interpretation of the Con- 
stitution. The latter, retaining much of 
the spirit of independence and sovereignty 
developed during their colonial existence, 
have “been jealous of the encroachments 
of Federal power, and have resisted the 
liberal construction and broadening pow- 
ers of the national Government to which 
the newer States have contributed their 
sympathy ‘and aid. 

Add to this the fact that a large element 
of the new as wellas of the older States 
consists of foreigners who have come here 
from the monarchies of Europe, who 
know little of the value of local govern- 
ments and consequently care little 
whether they are jealously preserved, and 
the ultimate concentration of power in the 
Federal head becomes more serious than 
fanciful. 

The Democratic party is the natural and 
recognized guardian of the Constitution. 
It is the only party that has strenuously 
insisted upon the rigid observance of its 
limitations. It has always maintained 
that in the formation of the government 
nothing passed from the grantor to the 
grantee except what was expressly 
granted, and that if this rule of construc- 
tion isapplicable to grants of property, 
much more sternly should it be insisted 
on when the grant involves the rights of a 
State and the natural liberty of the in- 
dividual. 

It is, therefore, a serious sign of the ten- 
dency of public sentiment when the chief 
obstruction to an expansion of Federal 
powers yields to the pressure for a more 
paternal government, and when sucha 
measure as the Hatch bill passes by an 
overwhelming majority of Democrats in 
the popular branch of the Federal legisla- 
ture. Verily, who shall guard the guard- 
ians? 

THE opposition to an early session of 
Congress seems to have rallied round the 
proposal to cal] that body together in Sep- 
tember or October of next year, a com- 
mission or committee to study the subject 
meanwhile, so as to prevent hasty and ill- 
considered action. There is something 
very funny about this panic fear of too 
much haste. How long doesit take Demo- 
cratic statesmen to master a subject? They 
have been studying the tariff for five years. 
They have heard a thousand and one ap- 
peals and explanations from this and that 
industry and have studied schedules with 
microscopic attention to detail. If they don’t 
understand it now, if they are not able to 
put the demand of the people into form 
without yet more inquiries and investiga- 
tions, they never will be. A session in 
April may not be expedient, but it is not 
shown to beso by these frightened out- 
cries against haste.

The lilinols Steel Co. proposes to shut down 
its steel-rall plant this winter because of 
‘*the uncertainties of tariff legislation.’’

This trust so com- 
pletely controls the market that it fixes 
the price of rails without regard to the 
state Of the market. All summer the 
price of steel rails has held at $30 a 
ton, although there was very Iittle de- 
mand for them, The price in England 
was $20.

How to Get Pure Water. 


To the Editor of the Prst- Dispatch: 

The city of St. Louls will probably never be 
free from the effects of impure water until 
we shalltake our supply from the Missouri 
River above St! Charles. The alistance from 


our new water- works—the Chain of Rocks—is 
just about the same to Forest Park as from 
the Missouri River’ at Creve Cceur Lake, It 
will not be many years until the center of 
popuation in st. Louls will be in the vicinity 
of Forest Park. Every year the city is grow- 
ing fartheraway from its source of water 
supply. 

‘Lhe city of Chicago must have an outlet to 
the gulfforitssewage. A million or more 
people area political power, and the salva- 
tion of Ife is a strong argument 
on legislators. That flowing water purifies 
itself isfine intheory, but in practice the 
sewage ofa city of a million tnhabitants will 
in time contaminate Niagara Falls. ‘The 
lakes won’t carry it of. The Mississippi can 
and must; it ls only a’question of time. 

On the Missour! River there will not prob- 
ably be any cities of such size as to be health- 
destroying from thelr sewage being emptied 
into the river. 

The Mississippi! River water is greatly in- 
ferior tothat of the Missourl. Why run the 
chances of getting poor Mississippi River 
water, which will afterafew years be con- 
taminated with Chicago sewage, when we 
can get from Missouri! Kiver water,and for- 
ever, uncontaminated with thesewaxzeof any 
largecity? With settling reservoirs on the 
Missour! River (above St. Charles) large 
enough for the requirements of say five mil- 
lions of people; with adequate aqueducts to 
the city, we meet our water supply instead of 
dragging it afterus, asthecity grows west- 
ward. isthere any certainty that the old 
water pipes wili stana the extra pressure, 
which must come on them when the water 
from the works of the Chain or Rocks Is 
turned on? Asthecity pushes westward the 
pressure will become greater, and If these 
pipes begin to give way, the trouble, suffer- 
ing and expense which must ensue will be 
terrific. The Water Department is advocat- 
ing supplying the suburbs with our city 
water. With works on the Missouri River, 
this would be very feasibie, butcan we dolt 
from the Chain of Rocks? Time wlll show. 

I have this suggestion to make. Whenthe 
works at the: Chain of Rocks shall be com- 
pleted, let work at once be comménced some- 
where west of the city, on the Missouri River 
above St. Charles, to build adequate reser- 
voirs of sufficient height to give a head of 
water over the highest point In the county or 
city. From Creve Cceur Lake to Eads Bridge 
we have nearly sixty miles of a fuur mile an 
hour stream, which will give quite a head— 
perhaps forty feet—but the engines could 
soon ascertain the relative elevation of the 
two points. An aqueduct of sufficent capacity 
for the requirements of five millions people 
is not much more expensive than for one mil- 
lion, When the Missouri! Kiver works are com- 
pleted, abandon everything at the Chain of 
Rocks and Bissell’s Point, and we shall hear 
no more of diseases from contaminated 
water.

The few who think of this all-im- 
portant business atall, until the odor be- 
comes unbearable, usually dispense with 
personal supervision and trust entirely to 
servants—with the results which might be 
expected. Then ‘‘defective plumbing’’ is 
saddled with the blame. I happento know 
ofacasein point. A new housein the West 
End was rented bya well-known member of 
‘four best society.’’ It was vacated in a few 
months on the ground of ‘‘defective plumb- 
ing.’’ The owner sent a er to 
investigate, and repair all defects. 
He was an honest plumber, and hereported 
that, from appearances, the water-closet 
had not been flushed or cleaned since the 
house was occupied, 

This is not an exceptional case, by any 
means; and my suggestion to those who de- 
sire to escape the clutches of Typhoid & Co. 
is to let the water supply take care of itself, 
and concentrate their precautionary meas- 
ures upon the water-closets. ‘‘The offense is 
rank and smells to heaven.’’ N.O,

Rothschilds’ Proposals Subjected to Mod- 
ification—Moncmetalists in the Major- 
ity—Eow India Would Be Afiected 
by thé Single Standard—Adverse Crit- 
icism to Be Answered.

Brvssers, Nov. 28.—The International 
Monetary Conference will meet again to-day. 
The latest report regarding the conference is 
that the delay in issuing to the delegates the 
proposals of Mr. Alfred de Rothschild, one of 
the representatives of Great Britain, is dae 
to his assenting last night that the proposals 
be modified in accordance with suggestions 
made by M. Monteflore Levi, the President of 
the conference, and other members. It is 
reported that under the scheme to be formul- 
ated by Mr. de Rothschild each government 
represented in the conference is to be as- 
sociated in the purchase of silver to the 
minimum amount of £5,000,000 and is to take 
a fixed proportion of this amount at a 
limit of 48 pence per ounce, the purchases 
to be made direct by the _ treasuries 
of the various countries or through the agen- 
cies of financial institutions, Itis expected 
thatthe British delegates will support this 
plan in the interest of the Indian currency. 

A Danish delegate, who is a monometalist, 
will propose the coinage of silver 6 franc, 
4shilling or dcllar pieces, rated to gold ac- 
cording to the price of silverin the year pre- 
vious to the adoption of an internal agree- 
ment with sentorage of 10 per cent. He will 
also propose the appointment ofa perma- 
nent internal commission to Gx the initial 
prices. 

Should the price of silver fallto5 per cent 
below the coming ratio, the commission will 
have authority to fixa new ratio and order 
the recoinage of the ~pleces, These 
coins will be legal tender 
internationally banks to keep 
them as a reserve against notes and to have 
the rightto demand gold in exchange for 
them atany time from the government issu- 
ing the particular coin held. 

This scheme will be the subject of lively 
communications between the delegates, but 
it will not be formally proposed until the 
Rothschild proposals are debated. 

The London Post, discussing the currency 
question and the conference, complains that 
Senator Allison {s a representative merely of 
the silver party in the United States, and 
that, therefore, little can be hoped for from 
the conference, as there will be no chance to 
discuss any practical arrangementto utilize 
silver as a subsidiary currency. A

‘*They bDelleve that a sentiment in favor of 
a larger use of silver is steadily growing 
throughout the world and that the time is 
propitious for holdihg an international con- 
ference to consider the subject. The Gov- 
ernment of the United States, while frankly 
disclosing its own views of the remedy to be 
applied, does not wish to impose any condl.- 
tions that will embarrass any government 
willing to confer on the question of the most 
advantageous relation of silver to the 
coinage of tbe world. The Government of 
the United States for these reasons proposed 
aconvention of the Powers for the purpose 
of conferring and determining what means 
if any, should be taken to Increase the use of 
silver as money. The United States dele- 
gates, In conformity with the general pur- 
pose of the conference, submit the following 
resolution; 

‘**That, inthe opinion of this conference, 
itis desirable that means be found for in- 
creasing the use of silver inthe currency 
systems of the nations of the world,’ 

‘‘In presenting, as requested, a further 
rogramme, the delegates of the United 
states consider it due to other nations that 

an opportunity be afforded them to consider 
plans other than those favored by the United 
States. itis our desire and expectation that 
the Powers represented submit proposals 
looking to this end. Wedesirethat these 
proposals shall have precedence in discus- 


ion: 

‘‘In addition to other plans that may be 
presented we submit the following, which 
are suggested by recognized authorities: 
First, the plan which Moritz Levi proposed at 
the conference of 1881; second, the plan of 
Prof. Soetbeer, and lastly, our own plan. 

‘*The Government of the United States be- 
lieves that the re-establishment and main- 
tenance of a fixed parity between gold and 
silver and tiie continued use of both as coined 
money of full debt-paying power would 
peoe of important benefits to the 
world,’’ 

‘*These ends will be accomplished by the 
removal of the legal restrictions now exist- 
ing andthe coinage of silver into full legal 
tender money, restoring by international 
agreement a parity of value between the 
metals at such a ratioas the conference may 
decide upon. The essential of sach an inter- 
national arrangement should be: , 

‘*rirst—The unrestricted coinage of both 
gold and silver into money of full debt pay-

| fecond—Wixing a ration in the coinage 
between the metals. 

‘‘Third—The establishment of a uniform 
charge, if any, to the public for minting gold 
and silver ecotns.’’

What becomes of comets 
won astronomers disagree is yet to deters 


n ” 

Comets always were the source of great 
wonder and annoyance, even to people whe 
had reason to believe that they were tolerably 
well educated. Contradictory as it may ap- 

ar, the signs and wonders caused a general 

eeling of disquietude, yet how true it was 

that ‘‘except ye see signs and wonders ye 
will not beileve.’’ 

The extent to which the fancy of the pees 

le plunged in their mad desire to attribute 

errestrial blessings and evils to super 
natural influences has been shown by many 
authorities and numberlessanecdotes. ‘*‘The 
excellence of the celebrated vintage of 1813 
was attributed to the great comet which ap- 
saree in that year, as was also the abun- 
ance of the crops. The number of twins 
born in the same'tyear, and the fact that a 
shoemaker’s wifes in Whitechapelhad four 
children ata birth, were in like mannerf laid 
to the charge of the comet; as likewise was 
the fact that wasps were few and that flies 
became blind that year. The great plagne . 
of London was attributed by some toa comet 
which appeared in the spring of that 
year. As there was a comet in 1668 and in the 
same year a remarkable epidemic among cats 
in Westphalia, some of the wiseacres of thig 
day connected the two phenomena as cause 
and effect. When Lima and Callas were de- 
stroyed by an earthquake tIn 1740 the disaster 
was imputed toa small comet in the absence 
of any more probable delinquent. A church 
clock destroyed by a meteoric stone, an un- 
usually large flock of wild pigeons fn Amer- 
ica, the disasters which were experienced by 
the Cblristians atthe hands of the Turks in 
1456, a fit of sneezing that became very 
prevalent in some parts of Germany, the 
deaths of eminent persons in various coun- 
tries—all were believed to have been either 
produced or presaged by comets which ap- 
peared in certain years,’’ 

if a comet may be held directly ree 
sponsible for whatever Is evil or unfortunate, 
people may await its disappearance With 
calmness and pursue their ordinary duties 
and pleasures with the satisfaction of know- 
ing that the worst has come, and thata 
steady improvement is athand. As forthe

The appearancein Sst. Louis last June of 
M. De Friese, the financial representative of 
the Rothschilds of London, the caucus of 
three days’ duration between the represent- 
ative of the Rothschilds and the officers of 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Association, 
and the subsequent departure for Europe of 
Mr. Adolph Busch, caused the rumor to Be 


circulated thata gigantic deali was on, and 
thatan attempt was being made to forma 
syndicate to consolidate five of the 
largest breweries in this country, viz: 
the Anheuser-Busch, w. , Lemp’s, 
Schlitz’s and Pabst of Milwaukee, 
but the rumor was pronounced to be without 
the slightest foundation by Mr. Busch, the 
President of the Anheuser-Busch Brewing 
Association. When Mr. Busch returned from 
Europe considerable of a correspondence 
sprung up between himself and the financial 
representatives of the Rothschilds, which led 
Mr. Busch to make another trip across the 
water. When he returned home be never 
broached the subject again, and it was 
thought and gtven out that the deal had been 
declared off. Nothing more was thought of the 
matter until yesterday, when Mr. Busch left 
the city very unexpectedly, no one seeming 
to know his destination. This gave rise to 
another rumor, that the forming of a syndl- 
cate, necessary in bringing about the consol- 
idation of the five rewerles, would be 
talked ot awain in New York, and that Mr, 
Busch had left for that city, where he would 
meet representatives of other brewerles, 
and once more consult with M,. De Friese. 
It turns out, however, that Mr. Busch left 
last night for San Antonio, Tex., where he is 
to meet contractors who have incharge the 
theconstruction of a brewery at Houston, 
Tex., to becontrolled by,the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Associatién. When Mr. 
August A. Busch, vice-president of the An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing Association, was seen 
this morning by a PostT-DISPATCH reporter 
he wes asked if there wasany truth in the 
rumor that steps were being taken to forma 
syndicate to consolidate the four largest 
brewerles of the United States. ‘‘There Is 
notruthin it whatever,’’ said Mr. Busch.

WASHINGTON, D. 0., Nov. 28.—Representa- 
tive Tarsney of Missouri reached Washington 
last night.

A DEED DATED IN 1666, 

A curious old deed, probably one of the 
oldest legal documents in the country, was 
brought back by Frank Obear from Boston. 
It transfers, over the signature of King 
Philip, the brave old Indian warrior of 
Massachusetis, all his right, title and inter- 
estin a thousand-acre isiand in Buzzard’s 
Bay, opposite Gray Gables, the summer 
home of President Cleveland. 

The deedis dated ir the year 1666, and at- 
tested inthe Plymouth Court, The document 
is written inthe old Spencerian handwriting 
upon yellow sheepskin and Is still perfectly 
legible. Mr. Obear hasthe history of the 
document athis tongue’s end, and is con- 
siderably elated over his new acquisition. 
The deed cameinto his possession through 
his recent purchase of West Island from Hor- 
ace 8.

WORLD'S FAIR POST-OFFICE. 


The Interior Arrangements of a Novel 
Public Building. 


From the Chicago News-Record. 

The white city will have a model post- 
office. It will be located In the southwest 
corner of the Government Building, and will 
constitute the exhibit of the United States 
Post-office Department. Complete inall its 
detatis, equipped with the latest and best of 
matling facilities, it will give millions of 
peopie an insight into the mysteries of the 
Post. office, and show them the way in which 
wees Sam’s energetic post-boys handle the 
mal 

The Wold’s Fair Post-office will probably 
be bullt after the plans submitted by a J. 
Barr of the Chicago Post-office. It will oc- 
cupy a space 100 by 41 feet, just west of the 
Treasury Department’s exhibit. The 
‘*screen’’ dividing the working space from 
the lobby will be a beautiful ptece of cabinet 
work, the salient features being the eleven 
panels, three and a half feet ees depicting 
the evolution of postal transportation. 

At either end, seventy feet apart, will be 
carved panels’ showing the toboggan with 
dog team; next will come the mounted 
courier; then the mail coach with its six 
horses: the old-fashioned side-wheel steam- 
boat, the old. style railroad train, aad the 
center panel with its carved representation 
of the ‘‘fast malil’’ whizzing along seventy- 
five miles an hour. Over the main panel, 
above the screen, will stand two caryed fig: 
ures, one representing a mail carrier, the 
other arailway postal clerk, with a banner 
between inscribed ‘‘United States Post- 
office.’’ The apeee pans ofthe panel will be 
the plate-glass and grille work, through 
which the workings of the Post-office can 
easily seen. 

All the cases and working furniture will be 
made as low as possible, so that no obstruc- 
tion to the view will be found, and where the 
necessities of the case require the furniture 
to be the usual height it will be placed at 
right Brees to the lobby. 

In the balcony over the south end of the 
Post-office will be Gen. Hazen’s and the Pos:- 
master’s office anda dressing room forthe 
clerks, The force employed wilh be oo 
enough to use twenty-five ca and $40,- 
000 has been apportioned for clerk sire, Con- 
nected with the post-office will bea modern 
postal car, seventy feet long, complete ia all 
particulars, sunk to the trucks and provided 
with glass sides. Railway post-office clerks 
will, by actual work, demonstrate the fast 
maii system. Altogether, the post-office will 
be one of the most interesting exhibits, and 
will, besides, make ten deliveries dally.

THE TURF. 

Judge John J. Carter of the East St. Louis 
Jockey Club has an idea thut the bookmakers 
ought to have some protection against 
smooth owners whose purpose on the 
turfseems to be to separatea betting ring 
from as much money as they possibly can, 
by even unfair means, if they can possibly 
do so with success. ‘‘The pbooxmakers,’’ 
says Carter, ‘‘are, to a certain extent, the 
agents of the public, until they take a notion 
to gamble themselves. A great many of 
thein, however, make legitimate books and 
rarely ever take any chances. All of them 
suffer when a horseman enters an animal in 
a selling race among a lot of inferior 
classed horses et about one-fourth his real 
value andthen turns loose and backs him 
atalmostatany priceto the extent of his 
pocketbook. Frequently one of these own- 
ers, not satisfied with laying on his horse to 
the extent of his own resources, lets some 
pinnger withan unlimited rollin the game, 
and between thema betting ring is almost 
burntup. Now, this game is unfair and 
ought to De stopped, and what is more, can 
easily enough be done. All the pencilers 
have todois to form an organization be- 
tween themselves and assess each so mueh, 
the money realized to be usedin bidding up 
horses that have won selling events, in 
which they were entered at about one-fourth 
their real value. All the horses secured in 
this way should be gathered together and 
raced under the colors of a stable that shoulda 
be known as the book-makers’ string. The 
latter should make it their business 
to see thatthey are handled and run con- 
sistentiy on the square and it would not be 
long before the public would become satis- 
fled that, notwithstanding the fact that they 
were owned jointly by the bookmakers, they 
were being runon the square. This would 
puta stopto any such a game, such as Mike 
Dwyer carried through in the East last sum. 
mer, When he entered Nomad, a stake horse, 
inasellingrace ata ridiculousiy low price 
and then wentintothering and bet quite a 
swell antount on the animal’s chances. Even 
had Nomad been handicapped far above any 
of the other starters in the race, bis chances 
would have been much better, as he out- 
classed them, as race horses, but as Dwyer 
entered him at such a low price, weight that 
almost made the race a ‘‘lay down'’ (had to 
be assigned to him.

_ C. Low Miller Is the name of the cyclist who 
made the long ride for the : 
Club and whose nee is attracting 
attention in cycling circles all over the 
country. His record was 2,617 miles ti 
one days, and itis rem 
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trating the excessto which cycling can be 
carried. A mere reading of figures cannot 
convey a proper idea of the magnitude of the 
task. It must be considered that Miller 
was employed as a_ shipping clerk 
and was actively engaged in this 
occupation nine hours perdayon twenty- 
three of the thirty-one days. His average 
mileage per day during the month wasa 
fraction over eighty-four miles, which, at an 
average pace of ten miles per hour, necessi. 
tated his riding eight and one-half hours 
daily, leaving but six and one-half hours for 
Sleeping, eating, etc., acondition of things 
likely to undermine even the most rugged 
constitution, and if at some periodin the 
future Mr. Miller should find himself ailing 
or failing and his reserve force gone he wil| 
have himself to blame. During October, 
while he was rolling upthis record, Mr. Mil: 
ler on eight occasions rode over 100 miles! 
the day, once making as high as 163 miles, 
and at notime did he ride less than forty-five, 
The record of Miller’s competitor, Charles 
Petticord, is scarcely less wonderful, as he 
accomplished 2,585 miles in the thirty-one 
days, but thirty-two miles less than Miller, 
Petticord, however,was spending a Vacation 
inOhio and claims to have spent the ter 
portion of twenty-three days awheel, On 
the other eight days he rode after working 
hours onthe roads around Pittsburg. Hig 
friends hint at fraud on the part of Miller, 
Dbutas the club has accepted the latter’, 
record and awarded him the trophy it ts un. 
fair to question it, and the figures are likely 
to stand as world’srecord for some time to 
come. It supplants sbadbholt’s 2,000 miles in 
October, 1892, but as the Brooklyn man 
on but twenty-one of the thirty-one days 
daily averaxe of ninety-five miles is sti ga 
as is also his year’s record of 15, mi 
Shadbolt’s standard of eighty century 
in the year is likewlse sti untouched,
